I respectfully submit to you a report of trx 
operations of the Charity Hospital of Louisiana at New Orleans covering 
period from July 1st. 1942 to June 30th, 1943. 

The beginning of this period found the Charity Hospital fightinu I 
very existence because of the fact that in view of legislative difficulties It Batc- 
Kouge. our Board of Administrators did not know whether or not fund- 
be made available for the continued operation of the Hospital. In view 
July 1st, found the clinics of the Institution closed and preparations beine audi 
tor the progressive dismissal of patients because of lack of funds with which' 
operate. 1 lm happy to present this report to you of the accomplishment, c 
irns Administration during this period because I feel that with the 1 
Legisi.m,,, .,nd Your Excellency, our Board has accomplished much for the benct- 
or the Institution, and the sick and indigent of our State. 

We have done nothing spectacular, nothing of the sensational, but tbi 
we nave started or have finished has been constructive and producti. 

The following is a brief outline of our activities: 
EMPLOYEES 

As a result of the survey made by the Finance Committee with trn 
and cooperation of Dr. Daly and the Civil Service Department, we ha\ 
salary adjustments and equalizations which is rewarding us with excellent , 
moral. When Your Excellency first took office, unskilled laborer, 
were over 500 m the Institution, received a minimum pay of $35.00 p er 
I his has been gradually increased until it is now $5 5.00 per month 
labor has been increased to salaries comparable with equal positions j n '■ 
industry.

The will of John Sidney Lanata filed December 2 1 si. 1942, bequeathed to 
'-harity Hospital of New Orleans "the balance of my estate". This is estimated 
'o be approximately $10,000.00. This will has been contested and is now pend- 
ln g in Court. 

UNUSED EQUIPMENT

'0 or 4 years, was turned over to the Department of Institutions to be put to 
use in institutions in other parts of the State where such equipment was 
badly needed. 

CONTAMINATED WOUND PROJECT

FINANCES

INFANT CARE

syphilUs. Heretofore such mothers have had their babies and were then for 
If the babies wtie infected that fact was made evident years later in 
blindness, in mental abnormalities and in early death. When a moth, 
to be infected with syphiliis, she is treated before the baby is born in an 
to credioiu- the disease from her blood so that it cannot infect the I 
child. If the child, after birth is found to be infected it too is treated, tht^ 
these children a better chance for a wholesome and healthy life. I I

SERVICE MEN 

Upon advice from the U. S. O. that hundreds of service men wen 
in parks, upon floors of buildings, or walking the streets all night oi 
because of a shortage of rooms, and at the U. S, O.'s request, we have p 
clean and wholesome sleeping accommodations for onr boys in the servio 
vacant floors of our Hospital.

INELIGIBLE PATIENTS

VENEREAL DISEASES 

In cooperation with and at the request of the Commanding Gen. 
Fighth Service Command and the Commander of the Eighth Naval 
as » protection for the soldiers and war workers, we have entered into 
with the Louisiana State Board of Health for tht establish mem of a Qu 
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Hospital for Women infected with venereal disease. The Delgado Building has 
been made available to the Louisiana State Board of Health for this service which 
will be operated by them as a Quarantine Hospital fur women with venereal disease. 

INFANTILE PARALYSIS 

On October 26th. 1942. we established the lirst unit in Louisiana for the 
treatment of Poliomyelitis (Infantile Paralysis) by the Kenny method. The third 
floor of the old Female Medical Building was renovated, old beds and furniture 
repaired and this unit is now occupied and is functioning excellently. Doctors are 
pleased with its results. All patients under 21 years old will be admitted 
to this unit regardless of financial status but those who are financially abte to pay 
are required to do so. This clinic does not conflict with private institutions as 

do not accept such cases for hospitalization. 

BLOOD PLASMA BANK

Services were so greatly reduced through the concentration of 
Patients that there is a constant problem of 'over patients" who must be given 
beds in wards other than those to which they have been assigned. Only one side 
'f the Out-Patient Department has been in operation due also to the shortage of 
Personnel.

ngbout the year the Nursing Department has continued to participate 
in defense activities. We cooperated with the Director of the Traffic Department 
in the compilation of a Manual of Air Raid Precautions For Charity Hospital, and 
plans are underway for the instruction of personnel in their responsibilities in case 
of bombing or other emergency.

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REPORT OF DIETARY DEPARTMENT 



To the Board of Administrators and 

Doctor O. P. Daly. Director 

Charity Hospital of Louisiana at New Orleans 

Gentlemen : 

The Annual Report of the Dietary Department for the fiscal year beginning 
194 2 and ending June 30, 1943, is herewith respectfully submitted. 

The Dietary Department has, as have all other departments, been contending 
with war conditions this year, and has had considerable difficulty in maintaining 
previously established standards. 

Three major changes were made in the physical set up of the Department. 
I he Director's Office was moved into the Special Dining Room, to make possible 
'be enlargement of the White Visitors Food Service. The Colored Dining Room 
w « set up with temporary cafeteria arrangements in what was formerly the Pur- 
chasing Department. The Dining Room in the Nurses' Home was re-Opened in 
March. 1941. in order to accommodate the new class of Student Nurses and relieve 
•he congestion in the Main Building Dining Room. One additional cook and 
twelve other workers were approved by the Board for the operation of this Dining 
Room and Kitchen. All of these changes have proved satisfactory. 

Through the help of the Engineering Department, ventilation of the I loot 
Pantries has been improved considerably by the construction of wall vents into 
ihe corridors. 

The Dietary Department served 1.178.733 meals to Personnel and 1.845,075 
meals to Patients, making a total of 3.023.808 meals served. Of this total 5! 9.- 
581 were special diets, such as allergy, bland, low residue, diabetic, etcetera. In 
Edition to ill diets, 281.458 bottles and 5,508 quarts of special formulae 

w «re prepared in the Formula Room. 

For the coming year the Department anticipates further progress and makes 
the following recommendations: 

Definite plans are being made to begin the Course for Student Dietitians. 

irst class wil! be accepted in February. 1944. if possible, otherwise, in June. 

1944. The Course is to meet in all respects the standards of the American Dietetic 

i.ition. Some changes in the Depattment, and some additional equipment 
and books will be requested in order to properly conduct this Course . 

A Central Food Clinic is badly needed in the Out-Patient Department. The 
Dietary Department requests that a room be prepared for use as a permanent Food 
Clinic. Much confusion can then be avoided for both Staff and Patients. 

The Department requests permission to study and purchase food conveyors 
which will permit the service of hoi trays from the Diet Kitchen. Our present 
tarts are open, and do not prevent trays from cooling before they reach the wards. 

We are grateful to our Director and to the Board of Administrators for their 
interest and assistance this past year, especially for the increases in salary granted 

uployecs. which enabled us to retain the services of loyal and valuable workers. 
tj o extended to the Sisters. Doctors. Nurses, and to the Staffs of all 
Departments for their cooperation, interest, and support.

result of the increasing demand for medical social workers in connection 
with the war program and the high salaries paid stenographers in government work, 
turnover was rapid. During the fiscal year 34 workers resigned or requested leave 
mainly for war connected reasons while 30 replacements were made.

insulin was purchased for 102 patients, that is. a fraction less ih.in oi . 
the total number of patients ( ^S | ) served during the whole fiscal year, 
due to the relief crisis in the Department of Public Welfare when patients ., 
under the category of the Others Assistance group were dropped from the 
rolls and the bulk of the diabetic patients were included in this category 
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when the Department of Public Welfare were able to reinstate some of these patients, 
the number of patients serviced by the Insulin Fund continued to increase from 
October. 1°4 2 through January, 1043 because of limited 1 public relief appropria- 
For the three months from February. 1943 to April. 1943 the number 
of patients served dropped to 52 because the Department of Public Welfare had 
I Jti increase in relief funds and were able to assist a correspondingly larger 
number of patients, while in May. 1943 the amount expended for insulin arose 
■■i the funds available to the Department of Public Welfare for the Others Assistance 
group had been exhausted. The Insulin Fund expenditures, therefore, vary in pro- 
portion to the amount available to the Department of Public Welfare for relief 
r«penditures, especially for those cams that fall into the Others Assistance group. 

However, another factor should be considered as accounting in part for Insulin 
Fund expenditures, namely, the proportion of new diabetic patients on the wards. 
Al the patient is unaware of his diagnosis and is usually not equipped financially to 
needles, and initial supply of insulin, it is usually necessary to use 
ind to give him the insulin equipment and medication. This is 
done to facilitate turnover on the wards. To secure funds from other sources 
would mean hospitalization for perhaps seven to ten days longer.

They are appointed for periods of a year and 
nttneol is subject to renewal over a period of three years if their work 
iry. A training program conforming to the requirements of the Ameri- 
ca Board of Anesthesiology has been instituted. After completion of the three 
ining period, a resident will have had the requirements for certification as 
d'plomate of this board. 

Ill newer methods of anesthesia were introduced during the past 
•otably among these is the continuous caudal method of anethesia for relief of 
Metrics. This method of anesthesia was demonstrated on many occasions 
mg physicians from outlying districts who were either interested in learning 
•he technique or seeing it employed. 

In general, the activities of the department have been as they have in the past. 
There has been a sharp reduction in personnel due to the scarcity of ttchni 
The department lias been fortunate in that it has been able to rely upon individuals 
rig instruction for the execution of its various functions.

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BRINGING THK SCHOOL TO THE HOSPITALIZED CHILD 

The establishment of a class for convalescent children was begun on 
ber 28. 1923, at the Milliken Memorial Building, Charity Hospital, At ti 
the Orleans Parish School Board appointed a teacher, in compliance with 
puest tit the Medical Committee of the Board of Administrators of the hospital 
offer instruction to those children deprived of the advantages of school Dun 
th« years 1921-192°, school was operated on a half-day basis from 1 to 3 
each day. Since September. 1930. regular classes have been held from \ 
through Friday from 9:10 A. M. to 3:30 P. M. Professional leach 
books and teaching equipment are furnished by the New Orleans Public 
System, while building facilities and maintenance are provided by the Stale 
pital. 

April 13, 1942. classes were begun for the negro children con: 
the. Charity Hospital. The Citizen's Committee for the Negro Clas-. 
valescents contributed toward the furnishings in the classroom. Building 
and maintenance are provided by the State Charity Hospital while the 
n 1"r C °e t " cner ' books, and teaching materials are provided by the V 
1 ublic School System. 

The class for convalescents was established with the aim of pi,, 
the hospitalized child a program which would lessen the mental discoml 
companymg illness, enable bim to maintain normal scholastic and social , 
ment, and make the period of hospitalization as profitable and a\ 
possible, 

A satisfactory adjustment of the patient to hospital routine is depend*! 
k - ii m " 11 ^ h yg i<:ne - For those youngsters who are crippled oi 
Physically disabled, the school attempts to provide the necessary atmospli 
the child himself is not constantly disturbed by his handicap. Si 
be he must learn to live with it and he is usually glad to lake it and 
of course this attitude is mirrored in those about him. 

M.inv children come to the hospital with strange fears of Doctor- 
and hospitals. These fears are magnified by the unfamiliar sights an, 
the hospital, particularly the white uniforms and strange instruments. But 
school is a familiar and important part of normal child life and this r«, 
starts almost as soon as the young patients arc put to bed in the ho 
does much to enable them to adjust to the other less pleasant aspect ol 
environment. 

Children arc introduced to ihe program as soon as they have recetvi 
MOD from their doctor. Every child is enrolled whether he is in the h 
a few days or a period of many months. The heterogeneous group 
who arc enrolled in the Class For Convalescents on the Ninth Floor 
Hospital range from six to twelve years of age and may be medical sisi 
lytic, orthopedic, or cardiac patients. Last year SVi boys ant! 2tX gii 
rolled m the Class for White Convalescent Children . 

The school attempts to approximate the normal school program so 
child who is hospitalized for a long period will not lose contact with i 
home, school, and social environment. The basal text-books used in ■ 
Hospital Class are identical with those used throughout (he State. J n • :■ 
the patient is given the opportunity to earn the same scholastic credit 
males at bis regular school. While the goal ol the special school n 
to fit the needs of the type of child with whom it comes in contact a 
objective is to give the child confidence in himself and a sympathetic under- 
of other human beings. 
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I am frequently asked about the type of program th.it is offered to such ■ 
H group of youngsters. First of all instruction in the basic subjects is given 
ill children according to their mental and chronological level. Then, in order to 
broaden the child's horizon to include many interests in spite of his handicap, nature 
rtudy. children's literature, rhythms, music, games, hand- work and an are pro 
tided. 

The music program is carried on in the classroom. Rhyth games, with each 
:nild taking part and rhythm bands are emphasized. Group singing of new and 
lamiliar songs to piano accompaniment is a favorite period for all children. Ap- 
preciation of recorded music and children's musicals on the radio are also given a 
Place on the program. 

Games and plays are taught, which the handicapped child may participate in 

ithout feeling the embarrassment of his disability. Finger plays and singing 

Wmes are social activities that do not entail too much of a strain for sick children.

The child's imagination fills in 

ion quite satisfactorily. Quiet individual and couple games such as; checkers.

■ loom or ward there is a story period each day. Whenever possible 
Jbr children are grouped according to age levels. Sometimes the older children read 
'loud to the younger children. Then for a long period in the wards books from 
'« school's well rounded library is a great source of pleasure. 

U indicated, one of the chief objectives of the school is to enable the child 
i minimize his handicap and to attain wholesome social adjustment. With this 
» mind a large partv ol the daily program is social, festive, and occupational as 
•Down by tht- following activities: 

it is emphasized in drawing, coloring, and painting on paper and cloth. 
' craft work is taught for the sake of the perfect product in itself, but rather as 
I* child's own form of expression. Sewing <bean bags, doll clothes, marble bags, 
'K animals and dolls!, weaving doom and mail, spool and rag crocheting, knit 
iffia work art also used .is media of expression. Paper constrti. 
pasting, and clay modeling arc other forms of elementary art provided. 
peg*, .irid boards, erectoi seta and a sand box are provided in the 
m Whin the child has completed the particular work outlined for him 
select toys or amusements to suit his fancy. The Audio-Visual Aids 
^tpartment of the Public Schools has manv educational and recreational films which 
>lten enjoy each week. Special holiday, children's birthday and special 
ns are always celebrated with a party. The children plan the games, enter - 
Hinment and make all [hf invitations and favors for such occasions,

* child to continue his school work while enjoying wholesome social activity.
